Report for 1925 Dis- 
closes Net Profit To- 
taling $137,610 


Chicago, March 24.—Although 
net for 1925 amounted to $137,610 
as compared with $204,261 in 1924, 
the Bendix Corporation, including 
the Bendix Brake Company among 
the subsidiaries, showed a gain in 
income from _ royalties which 
amounted to $421,797 and com- 
pared with $387,331 the previous 
year, according to the annual re- 
port just issued. 

In 1925 the company realized 
$332,268 from the sale of its prod- 
ucts in addition to royalty income. 
Expenses, on the other hand, in- 
creased from $144,008 in 1924, to
